In fact, Spain seems the single nation which seems to be without trouble 
at this time. The population of the allied nations at war is 273,500,000; the population of the three nations in the 
Germanic aliance is 136,000,000, giving a grand total of 409,500,000 of people engaged in the titanic war struggle.

In the County of Orange, State of Cali­ 
fornia, and Prohibiting the Carrying, 
Shipping or Transportation of the Sami 
Out of the County.
